Vico-Admiral Courbet: forwarded to the

On board La Galissioniére, 
Keelung Roads, 6th August; 1884, - 

T have the honour to inform you that, in 
conformity with the orders. received from 
you, I left Pagoda. Anchorage on the 3rd. 
August at six. o'clock in the morning, on 
bourd the Lutin..: Upen wy. arrival . at 
Matson, I completed coaling from the 
Bayard's coal, and embarked on La Galis- 
sioniére the landing company of the Bayard, 
ing the: -Lutinin tow T-weighed anchor:

Tho port of Keolang is composed, ao to 
say, of two cuvottes’ separated by: rocky 
plateau.
